U.S. aw t ion could force negotiation with the Communist 
Chinese (with India as intermediary) leading to a swap of 
Chinese withdrawal from Tibet for U.S. recognition of 
Communist China and Outer Mongolia. 

One must hope that your research staff and operatives 
carefully separate facts re the Tibetan situation from 
the propaganda stories spread, by the Nationalist s, as 
well as the Communists.

Now a 'Free Tibet’ 

There are two principal gauges bv 
which westerners can measure the im- 
portance of the news that Tibet's Dalai 
Lama, spiritual and temporal ruler of 
the mountain theocracy, has escaped to 
the free soil of India. 

One is the extent of' the frenzied ef- 
forts Communist China made to prevent 
hi^ escape from its control. Whole 
armies were deployed, and paratroopers 

mountain P^ses to block 
his flight. These efforts failed. 

. The second gauge is the vociferous 
concern for his safety shown in the In- 
1 dian parliament — a concern out of all 
, proportion to the number of Buddhists 
j m India who would be normally worried 
: , OVer J lis fate - About one Indian in 1,600 
is a Buddhist. 

Prime Minister Nehru's decision to 
provide sanctuary on Indian soil to the 
Dalai Lama was obviously a hard one, 
since it was certain to bring down upon 
his head the wrath of the Chinese whom 
he has sought to placate. The motives 
behind it are difficult for westerners to 
• assess, and Mr. Nehru himself may not 
be altogether clear about them. A gen- 
uine concern for religious freedom is un- 
doubtedly one of them. An equally live- 
ly concern about communist intentions 
m this area on India’s border is certain- 
ly another. , 

. Tlle L'aiai Lama’s escape seems to 
give assurance that the Chinese puppet 
the Panchen Lama, will find his rule of 
Tibet weakened by the loyalty of many 
of his subjects to the “Free Tibet” rep- 
resented by the Dttlai Lama in exile. It 
remains to be seen how much scope In- 
dia will grant to the refugee king-god it 
now finds on its soil
